NEWARK—Top Newark school 
officials who were recently fired as a 
result of the state takeover, will re- 
ceive severance pay for up to 60 days, 
regardless of the terms of their con- 
tracts.

WORLD-WIDE SUPPORT FOR ABU-JAMAL

PHILADELPHIA—Hundreds of 
people turned out in Philadelphia on 
Wednesday, July 12, to support 
Mumia Abu-Jamal, who was in court 
for the first time in several years. 
Abu-Jamal, who has been sentenced 
to be executed by lethal injection in 
August, was in court to petition for a 
stay of execution and a writ of recusal 
for Judge Albert Sabo, which requests 
that he excuse himself from oversee- 
ing the proceedings. 

The motion to recuse was denied 
by Judge Saab and the motion for a 
stay of execution was taken under 
advisement and heard again on Fri- 
day July 14, and again on July 18. 

The crowd, which swelled to over 
a thousand people, was multi-racial 
and international. Delegations from 
England, Haiti, Brazil and many coun- 
tries in Africa, joined Americans from 
across the United States in protest 
against what many called a “travesty

Abu-Jamal’ sdefense 
team had argued that Sabo should 
recuse himself due to his poor perfor- 
mance in the first trial in 1981 and his 
bias and prejudice towards Abu 
Jamal, because of his (Judge Sabo) 
membership in the Fraternal Order of 
Police. In the question of a stay of 
execution, Judge Sabo “took the mat 
ter under advisement” and adjourned 
the case until Friday, July 14

THREATENS ARREST 
OF JESSE JACKSON 
California Governor Pete Wilson 
last week threatened to arrest na- 
tional black political leader Jesse 
Jackson. The threat came shortly 
after Jackson announced plans to 
march on a meeting of the Univer- 
sity of California Board of Regents, 
which was considering plans to 
end the school's affirmative action 
programs. Jackson says the pro- 
grams have been beneficial to 
blacks and other minorities. Wil- 
son says the programs discrimi- 
nate against whites and place ra- 
cial considerations above those of 
merit. Wilson is also a Republican 
presidential candidate and the 
Republican Party has launched an 
unrelenting campaign against af- 
firmative action programs through- 
out the nation. Last June, Wilson 
signed an executive order undoing 
nearly 100 of California's affirma- 
tive action programs. The programs 
grew out of the civil rights move- 
ment and were designed to give 
special preference to blacks, other 
minorities and womenwhen iteame 
to jobs, scholarships and govern- 
ment contracts in order to make up 
for past discrimination.

PARKS SAUSAGE MAY 
SHUT DOWN 
Baltimore-based Parks Sausage, 
one of the country’s oldest black- 
owned manufacturers, has turned 
to the state of Maryland for $8 
million the company says it needs 
to remain open. Formed in 1951 
by the now-deceased Henry Parks, 
Parks Sausage has been a mem- 
ber of the Black Enterprise Top 
100 Black-owned Businesses for 
decades, but fell from 71st to 85th 
in the 1995 listing. In 1969, it 
became the first black-ownedcom- 
pany to go public. Its best year 
was 1990 when profits exceeded 
$1 million on $28 million in sales. 
In 1990, Parks was supplying sau- 
sage to Pizza Hut Inc. and Domi- 
no's Inc. Parks employs 220 work- 
ers. The company reports Parks 
Sausages are being sold in about 
4,000 supermarkets, down from 
its all-time high of 12,000 stores. 
In 1994 it lost $1 million on sales of 
$20 million

MISGUIDED GROUP,”

House Majority Leader Richard 
Armey (R-Tex.) recently told Black 
Entertainment Television’s Lead 
Story roundtable that the NAACP. 
was “a misguided special interest 
organization.” The remark from 
the number two Republican in the 
House came after he was asked 
about his votes against civil rights 
legislation and about a rating by 
the NAACP that showed he sup- 
ported civil rights causes only about 
10 percent of the time. Armey 
said, “I would not have my record 
on civil rights and human decency 
documented by an organization 
that | myself consider to be a mis- 
guided special interest organiza- 
tion.”

TRENTON—Now that the state 
legislature is on recess, there is a 
mixed picture as to what kind of 
progress has been made on many of 
the issues that had been addressed. 

According to legislator Merv 
Robinson, the Legislature has been 
successful in getting three pieces of 
legislation signed into law by the 
Governor (A-1374, 75 & 76), and 
have another bill sitting on her desk 
which needs only her signature to 
become law (A-1413). 

“We have two other pieces of 
legislation, that we have been able to 
move through the various Assembly 
committees, that now stand ready for 
a vote from the full Assembly. How- 
ever, We have experienced vigorous 
opposition to the key bill (A-1623) in 
the “anti-discrimination in procure- 
ment” package, and we’ re still seek- 
ing an accommodation with the Ad- 
ministration to enable its passage,” 
said Røbinson. 

Robinson stated that it is with 
regret that he must report that little 
progress has been made on the Mi- 
nority Business and Industrial De- 
velopment Corporation (BIDCO) bill 
(A-1937). This key piece of legisla- 
tion, according to Robinson,

The bill provides that the state 
match the private investment in a 
BIDCO with a state loan of up to $3 
million which does not have to be 
repaid by the BIDCO until 10 years, 
thus creating a pool of money (max- 
imum $6.2 million) which is avail- 
able to be lent to minority businesses 
which apply for nc 

Minority business loan applica- 
tions will be reviewed and approved 
by the minority-owned BIDCO. 

The BIDCO can lend money to 
any company (not just minority 
owned) that it deems appropriate.

The state loan to a minority 
BIDCO will have no debt service 
payment of either principal or inter- 
est for a full 10 year period 

The innovative aspect of the state 
loan to a BIDCO, is that the intent of 
the loan, provides that no interest or 
principal payments will ever have to 
be made by the BIDCO. 

The loan will be structured so 
that it can gradually be converted into 
a grant to the BIDCO, based on the 
performance of the BIDCO in creat- 
ing jobs and stimulating economic 
activity in minority owned business- 
esand businesses located in distressed 
areas. 

The Minority BIDCO provides 
an incentive to minority investors as 
well as others, to put their capital into 
a minority BIDCO by providing an 
immediate opportunity for the inve: 
tor to at least double their invest-
